giv en at this sessio n.” 
Hearings will start Tuesday . 
Chairman Black (D., Ala.) o f 
the senate labo r co mmittee pre­ 
dicted appro v al o f the measure. 
Pro spects fo r senate co nsider­ 
atio n were so mewhat clo uded, 
tho ugh, by the intense fight o v er 
the Ro o sev elt co urt bill. A pro ­ 
lo nged 
debate 
o n 
the latter 
might make it difficult to get 
the wage and ho ur bill to the 
senate flo o r befo re adjo urnment. 
Bo rne senato rs were talking o f 
a quick test v o te o n the co urt 
bill. They said they believ ed this 
wo uld co nv ince President Ro o se­ 
v elt o f the sizable o ppo sitio n to 
his pro po sal.

Two indictments against lo cal 
residents were returned by the 
Rush co unty grand jury which 
adjo urned Thursday afterno o n 
fo llo wing a two -day sessio n with 
Pro secuto r Orlando F. Ingle. 
Otto E. Humes, 70, was indicted 
fo r embezzlement in co nnectio n 
with a guardianship matter in 
which he allegedly has failed to 
acco unt fo r $6 ,000 which he had 
had in trust. 
Humes recently resigned as 
guardian o f the estate o f Charles 
A. Caldwell, a perso n o f unso und 
mind, and his final repo rt which 
he filed February 2 0, 19 37, was 
no t appro v ed by the co urt. 
His resignatio n as 
guardian 
was then accepted April 13 and 
Ferdinand 
Retherfo rd 
w a s 
named to succeed him. 
The embezzlement indictment 
charges that Humes failed to ac­ 
co unt fo r $6,18 6 .74 o f the estate’s 
funds and that he has refused 
to turn this amo unt o v er to 
Retherfo rd, who succeeded him 
as guardian. 
Humes was taken into custo dy 
Friday afterno o n by Sheriff Dal­ 
las Hardwick and Deputy Paul 
Benningto n, and he immediately 
attempted to arrange bo nd. Fail­ 
ure to do so will result in his 
(being placed in jail. 
Three perso ns held in jail here 
fo r the past sev eral day s were 
named defendants in the seco nd 
indictment 
returned 
by

grand jury . This true bill charges 
Elmer Shane, Lee Shane and 
William Shane with embezzle­ 
ment ahd grand larceny .

Bu t still it 
was a d ay wh ich belo n ged to th e v eteran s o f o n e 
war.
